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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 02/01/06 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

3. Claims 4-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Daisuke, JP 
patent No. 2002-125008A. 

Daisuke disclose a cellular phone comprising: an imaging unit 216 for photographing 
encoded data (figure 3) comprising a header portion 203 (ID section) and a body portion 202 
(code section), the header portion including a data identifier indicating the type of data in the 
body portion; a data identifying unit (inherent includes to process the ID code having the details 
of the code) for determining the type of the encoded data photographed by the imaging unit on 
the basis of the data identifier (see fig. 10); and a control unit for reading the encoded data 
depending on the data type determined by the data identifying unit, and reproducing the data that 
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has been read (the system includes controller/processor circuits for controlling the operation of 
the terminal and to process the data according to the identified data. (See figs. 3, 9, and 10). 
Re claim 9, the terminal is a cellular phone (see figure 1). 

Re claims 15, 17, 18, the code is encrypted (encoded) into a cyber-code 202, the code is 
determined then reproduce into a memory for storage 223/108 or reproduce into a speaker. 

Re claim 16, the type of data (303) is display is display in the screen in the code data 
is reproduced. ( See figure 7c). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 2/01/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive, (see examiner remarks). 

REMARKS: 

In response to the applicant's argument the ID portion of the code is not read and 
processed, the examiner respectfully disagrees. Daisuke discloses that the cyber code is 
recognized perfectly from image data. The CCD takes a picture of the code to identify the type of 
code, wherein the picture image includes the code portion, the logo and the ID portion, (see 
computer translation).
